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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teach obtaining an actual volume of each article or adding count 
portions to obtain a total batch volume. As correctly pointed out by Applicant in the 
specification, 5454016, the closest reference of record, only estimates the volume of 
individual items and does not sum the volumes into a total batch volume. Indeed, 
5454016 does not maintain a count of "pieces" as the present invention does because 
estimated volumes below a certain threshold do not register a count. 

Blackburn et al is cited to show a teaching of a counter which adjusts the speed 
at which articles pass through a detecting light beam.
